Chaos  Hits  Congress 


An  impeachment  was  made 
against  Tom  Slicko,  Student 
Congress  treasurer,  at  the 
Student  Congress  meeting  of  Jan. 
4,  for  “misappropriations  of 
funds.”  The  charge  was  levied  by 
senate  member,  Ed  Johnson  and 
a  vote  was  taken  on  the  question 
of  a  hearing.  The  resulting  vote 
was  a  10-6  margin  in  favor  of  a 
hearing.  (The  hearing  was  Jan. 
11,  unfortunately  the  results  of 
that  meeting  couldn’t  be 
published  in  the  issue.)  The 
charges  were  made  in  connection 
with  the  Stale  Appropriations 
Banquet  that  was  scheduled  back 
in  November,  but  cancelled  due 
to  a  lack  of  support. 

According  to  Kathy  Newman, 
Slicko  withdrew  funds  to  pay  for 
the  printing  of  the  tickets, 
without  having  been  granted  the 
signature  authority  by  Congress. 
However,  plans  for  the  banquet 
had  been  approved  by  Congress. 
The  money  which  had  been 
deposited  in  the  Mercantile  Bank 
was  from  the  sale  of  the  tickets 
for  the  banquet,  not  to  be  con¬ 
fused  with  any  kind  of  Student 
Activities  allocation.  This  money 


then  was  withdrawn  by  Slicko  to 
cover  the  costs  of  printing  the 
tickets. 

Parliamentarian  Warren 
Griggs,  stales  that  the 
proceedings  against  Slicko  are 
illegal.  Griggs  has  submitted  this 
following  statement  to  the 
Boilermaker: 

“The  present  Student  Congress 
Constitution  says  almost  nothing 
about  the  proper  procedure  for 
impeachment.  But  it  does 
authorize  referring  to  Robert’s 
Rules  of  Order.  The  recent  at¬ 
tempt  to  impeach  the  Student 
Congress  Treasurer  failed  in 
nearly  every  instance  to  use 
proper  procedure.  Because  of 
this,  the  Treasurer’s  personal 
rights  have  been  violated.  In  fact , 
by  failing  to  rule  the  im¬ 
peachment  motion  out  of  order, 
the  Treasurer  can  legally  sue  the 
Student  Congress  and  individual 
Senators  for  libel.  In  addition  to 
these  serious  violations  of  the 
Treasurer’s  right.  Congress  has 
improperly  called  a  hearing.  In 
the  first  place,  specific  charges 
and  specifications  were  not 
presented.  Secondly,  and  most 
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importantly,  there  were  not  even 
enough  affirmative  votes  cast  to 
call  a  hearing." 

However,  Slicko  preferred  to 
participate  in  the  hearing 
anyway  in  order  to  clear  his 
name. 

“Internal  chaos  has  existed  in 
Congress  for  some  time,  stales 
Mike  Yugo,  V.P.  There  are  two 
separate  factions  (which  are 
almost  equal  in  number)  who 
differ  so  much  that  nothing  can 
be  accomplished,"  he  staled. 

The  entire  cabinet  decided  to 
resign  in  mass  taking  with  them 
several  senators.  But,  following  a 
discussion  with  Mr.  Perkins,  Mr. 
Beres,  and  Dr.  Grote,  they  have 
reconsidered  and  will  retain  their 
positions  “at  least  for  awhile."

Seiler,  who  joined  the  staff  of 
(he  Purdue  Campus  in  Hammond 
in  September.  1969,  as  graduate 
instructor  in  speech,  has  been 
promoted  to  the  position  of 
assistant  professor,  following 
completion  of  work  on  his  doc¬ 
toral  degree.  The  doctorate  will 
be  formally  awarded  to  him  next 
June  at  commencement  exer¬ 
cises  in  Lafayette. 

Extensive  work  has  been  done 
by  Seiler  in  communication 
research  in  business  and  in¬ 
dustrial  settings.  His  special 
areas  of  preparation  have  been  in 
psycholinguistics  and  symbolic 
problem  solving.  He  also  is 
concerned  with  research  inter¬ 
racial  communication  and  per¬ 
suasive  speaking.

research  articles  in  his  field  that 
were  published  in  professional 
journals.  In  addition,  he 
presented  a  paper  on  research 
with  microclasses  at  the  1969 
Speech  Association  of  America 
Convention  held  in  New  York  City 
in  December  of  1969. 

In  his  most  recent  article  Seiler 
researches  the  ability  of  the  mass 
media  to  communicate  to  a 
college  student  population. 
Specifically,  he  examined  how  a 
group  of  university  students  first 
became  exposed  to  “mass 
media"  news  events  related  to 
their  local  campus  community. 
The  paper,  “The  Two-Step  Flow: 
Exposure  and  Dissemination  of 
Mass  Media  News  the  College 
Student  Audience,”  comes  to  the 
conclusion  that  word  of  mouth 
communication  apparently  is  the 
most  effective  way  to 
disseminate  news  to  students  at  a 
large  university  campus-despite 
mass  coverage  by  newspapers, 
radio  and  television. 

Seiler  is  a  member  of  the 
Speech  Communications 
Associations  International 
Communication  Association, 
Central  States  Speech 
Association,  Southern  States 
Speech  Association,  Indiana 
Speech  Association,  Phi  Delta 
Kappa  Speech  Association  and 
American  Association  of 
University  Professors. 

Before  joining  the  faculty  here, 
Seiler  was  a  graduate  assistant  in 
speech,  for  two  years,  at  Pur¬ 
due’s  Lafayette  campus  and  for 
one  year  at  Kansas  State 
University. 

Student  Win  Awards 

Two  electrical  engineering 
students  from  PUCC  have  been 
inducted  into  Tau  Beta  Pi, 
national  engineering  honor 
society,  in  recognition  of 
scholastic  achievements  and 
professional  leadership. 

Thomas  Roach,  of  248  Mary  St., 
Dyer  and  Robert  Kollar,  of  5725 
Magoun  Ave.,  Hammond,  were 
both  selected  by  a  faculty 
committee  for  membership  in  the 
society's  Lafayette  chapter.  They 
are  the  first  Calumet  Campus 
students  to  receive  this  honor 
since  the  four -year  engineering 
program  began  at  this  campus. 

Roach,  a  junior,  also  received 
the  additional  honor  of  the  Wilber 
Scholar  Award  as  the  Out¬ 
standing  Honor  Initiate.

The  other  honoree,  Kollar,  was 
singled  out  last  semester  as  the 
Outstanding  Engineering  Student 
at  PUCC  for  the  69-70  academic 
year.

Clarence  H.  Zacher,  associate 
professor  of  engineering  graphics 
at  Purdue  University  Calumet 
Campus  has  received  the  1970 
Service  Award  of  the  Indiana 
Society  of  Professional 
Engineers. 

The  award  was  presented  in 
recognition  of  Zacher’s  dedicated 
leadership  in  the  society’s 
statewide  program  of  en¬ 
couraging  young  people  to 
consider  engineering  as  a  career 
opportunity.

ROTC  Offers 
2  yr.Program 

Students  at  PUCC  planning  the 
main  campus  for  their  final  two 
years  of  college  instruction  may 
be  eligible  for  the  new  two-year 
Army  ROT C  program. 

A  basic  six-week  summer 
training  period,  after  the  second 
year,  takes  the  place  of  the  Basic 
Course  required  of  students  in  the 
traditional  Four-Year  Program. 
After  the  completion  of  the  basic 
training,  the  student  is  eligible 
for  the  ROTC  Advanced  Course. 

Each  student  is  provided  with 
textbooks  and  uniforms  without 
cost  as  well  as  receiving  $50  per 
month  during  the  school  year.  He 
also  receives  one-half  the  pay  of  a 
Second  Lieutenant  during  the 
Advanced  Course  summer 
program . 

To  qualify  for  the  Two-Year 
Program,  the  student  must  apply 
for  enrollment  during  his  second 
year  at  the  Regional  campus  and 
meet  the  requirements  for 
selection  before  attending  the 
basic  training  period.  These 
requirements  are:  Completing 
the  ROTC  questionnaire,  passing 
an  Army  aptitude  test,  passing  a 
physical  exam,  and  an  interview 
by  Army  officers.  This  interview- 
will  be  scheduled  at  PUCC  on  a 
date  to  be  announced.

While  some 
can  look  forward  to  a  bright  and 
happy  1971,  too  many  are  already 
faced  with  overwhelming  prob¬ 
lems  and  frustrations.  "Who?” 
you  may  ask. 

Those  who  are  “involved”  in 
student  activities. 

Student  Congress  is  in  a  slate  of 
distress!  The  entire  cabinet,  plus 
a  few  members  of  the  Senate 
decided  recently  to  resign  in 
mass  because  of  internal  turmoil. 

Following  a  lengthy  discussion 
with  the  Student  Affairs  Officer 
and  much  examination  of  the 
problems,  they  have  agreed  to 
remain  in  office  (at  least  for  a 
while  longer. ) 

IFOC,  the  Boilermaker,  and 
other  organizations  are,  also, 
plagued  with  almost  un¬ 
conquerable  obstacles,  the  result 
being  the  loss  of  staff  members. 
IFOC  president.  Joe  Thiel,  has 
stated  that  he  is  resigning  his 
position. 

Why  are  PUCC  organizations 
unable  to  function  properly?  Why 
are  student  affairs  such  a  burden 
instead  of  a  source  of  enjoyment? 

The  major  reason  seems  to 
stem  from  a  disinterested, 
apathetic  student  body! 

An  overwhelming  number  of 
students  could  care  less  about 
student  activities.  So  what  if 
Student  Congress  falls  flat  on  its 
face  and  cease^  'o  exist  for 
awhile?  !  Who  needs  JC?  Who 
cares  if  the  Boilermaker  is  dead 
and  buried?  I?  will  be  resurrected 
again  someday,  by  some  other 
fools?  Anyway,  who  needs  these 
organizations.  The  university  is 
an  institution  which  will  give  me 
an  education,  a  degree.  That’s 
the  only  important  reason  for 
having  a  university.  It  is  to  insure 
one  of  getting  a  "white  collar 
job." 

If  these  are  your  feelings  then 
you  are  in  for  a  big  shock! 

A  minute  few  of  PUCC’s 
students  realize  Ihe  real  meaning 
of  education.  They,  also,  are 
aware  of  (he  importance  of  school 
organizations  and  participate  in 
at  least  some  of  the  activities. 
They  want  to  make  a  PUCC  a  real 
university,  an  institution  which 
broadens  one’s  education.  (And.  I 
might  add.  the  majority  of  those 
who  are  so  concerned  with  trying 
to  turn  a  dream  into  a  reality 
suffer  academically,  because  of 
the  apathetic  majority.) 


education: 

Education  involves  more  than 
just  a  diploma.  It  is  more  than 
just  learning  facts,  figures,  and 
equations:  most  of  which  are 
forgotten  after  the  exam.  It  is 
more  than  that  5.0  average  one 
puts  so  much  weight  on! 

Education  involves  broadening 
one’s  whole  scope  on  life  in 
society.  One  has  to  be  able  to 
interact  with  and  understand 
people.  One  has  to  know  what  is 
happening  in  general,  to  see  the 
problems  of  society,  be  able  to 
cope  with  them  and  work  to 
eliminate  them.  A  text  book  and  a 
prof  can  relate  this  information, 
but  in  order  to  realize  these 
things  one  has  to  have  ex¬ 
periences  outside  of  his  own  little 
secluded  world. 

A  person  may  be  an  expert  in 
his  field,  but  that  does  not  mean 
that  he  is  educated.  He  may  be  an 
Einstein  or  a  Plato,  but  unless  he 
has  a  real  insight  into  society,  he 
contributes  very  little. 

PUCC  tries  to  make  available  a 
true  “college  experience.’’ 
Through  student  organizations 
and  activities  one  is  able  to  gain 
valuable,  educational  ex¬ 
periences.  One  is  able  to  put  his 
brain  to  work  on  his  own  ideas,  as 
well  as  memorizing  facts.  One  is 
able  to  develop  new  ideas,  outside 
of  his  field,  and  try  them  out.  One 
is  able  to  have  a  better  un¬ 
derstanding  of  people  and  learn 
to  work  with  them  toward  a 
specific  goal. 

This  in  conjunction  with 
academic  studies  and 
preparation  for  a  job  is  what 
college  is  all  about. 


Student  Activities: 

Student  activities  are  for 
students.  There  are  a  number  of 
organizations  open  to  all  students 


and  numerous  more  could  be 
formed  if  students  would  par¬ 
ticipate.  How  many  times  have 
you  heard,  "Purdue  Cal  doesn’t 
have  anything  going?"  How 
many  times  have  you  uttered  this 
phrase  yourself? 

PUCC  could  have  a  lot  on  the 
ball,  but  organizations  require 
people  as  members,  people  to 
form  them.  They  don’t  spring  up 
by  themselves  and  then  open 
their  doors  to  applicants.  In¬ 
terested  and  concerned  people 
must  work  together  to  organize  a 
club  or  activity.  They  must  be 
willing  to  face  the  problems  that 
confront  them,  set  goals,  and 
strive  to  achieve  them. 

There  are  many  reasons  for 
forming  organizations;  political, 
social,  or  for  entertainment.  This 
is  up  to  those  and  only  those,  who 
are  participants.  They  could  be 
an  enjoyable  experience  (instead 
of  a  painful  one.) 

The  clubs  which  are  presently 
available  on  campus  were  for¬ 
med  for  the  enjoyment  of  the 
students.  All  have  some  kind  of  a 
goal  and  several  have  a  direct 
effect  on  the  student,  whether  the 
student  realizes  it  or  not!  The 
very  organizations  which  are 
experiencing  gross  problems 
could  have  an  overpowering 
effect  on  him! 

Student  Congress  is  the  direct 
liaison  between  the  student  body 
and  Ihe  faculty  and  ad¬ 
ministration.  It  is  the  Congress 
who  has  the  power  to  negotiate 
with  the  students'  rights  and 
needs.  It  is  Congress  who 
represents  the  entire  students 
body's  opinion.  If  they  don’t,  then 
it  is  the  student  body's  fault  for 
not  making  known  to  Congress  its 
feelings. 

The  newspaper  is  a  mouthpiece 
for  (he  students.  Its  purpose  is  to 
relate  happenings  which  concern 
the  readers,  to  present  them  with 
information  and  entertainment 
and  to  let  the  reader  know  your 
feelings  on  certain  issues  im¬ 
portant  to  you.  It  offers  a  "Speak 
Out"  column  which  is  solely  the 
voice  of  Ihe  readers.  It,  too,  can 
be  an  extremely  powerful  tool  for 
Ihe  student.  Through  the 
newspaper  anyone’s  concerns 
can  be  brought  to  the  public. 
You’d  be  surprized  how  many 
others  have  the  same  concerns.  If 
it  is  not  an  effective  tool,  then  it  is 
the  fault  of  the  student  body  for 
not  participating  in  it  or  sup¬ 
porting  it. 

IFOC  is  also  very  important. 
Its  major  functions  are  to 
coordinate  the  clubs,  help  the 
clubs  with  activities  and  aid  them 
in  obtaining  funds  necessary  for 
the  clubs.  IFOC  is  a  spokesman 
for  the  clubs  and  acts  as  a  liaison 
between  the  clubs  and  students 
affairs  and  Congress 

The  major  reasons  that  these 
organizations  are  experiencing 
such  difficulties  are  lack  of 
participating  members  and  lack 
of  support.  The  attitude  of  the 
student  body,  then  reflects  on  the 
administration,  resulting  in 
further  problems.  Half  of  the 
leaders  of  these  organizations 
lime  is  spent  doing  battle  with  or 
trying  to  convince  the  ad¬ 
ministration  that  certain  things 
are  necessary  in  order  that  the 
clubs  continue  to  function. 

At  present  only  a  small  fraction 
of  the  student  body  participates 
in  activities.  Each  member  who 
does  get  involved  is  overloaded 
with  responsibility  and  work  of 
the  organization  because  he  is 
forced  to  handle  the  job  of  many. 
Thus,  he  becomes  frustrated 
because  he  cannot  do  the  job  to 
the  best  of  his  ability  and  by  the 
end  of  one  semester,  or  less,  is  so 
overwrought  that  he  finally  is 
ready  to  help  destroy  something 
that  he  has  fought  so  hard  to  keep 
alive.  He  develops  ulcers  (as  did 
a  past  Student  Congress 
President),  does  poorly  in  his 
academic  studies,  and  becomes 
hard  to  live  with.  (His  advantage, 
however,  is  that  he  has  had  to 
experience  problems  and  dif¬ 
ficulty  which  one  must  face  in  an 
adult  world.) 

If  these  organizations  are 
allowed  to  die  and  become 
buried,  PUCC  could  be  in  much 
worse  shape  than  it  is.  There  will 
be  no  forceful  voice  of  the 
students.  The  university  will  be

Teachers  Break  Rules 


The  week  of  January  18-22  will 
be  a  tough  one  for  most  full-time 
students  here  at  Purdue  because 
it  is  a  final  week.  Most  students 
have  four  or  five  finals  during 
this  time.  For  most,  these  finals 
mean  the  difference  between  one 
letter  grade  or  another ;  for  many 
the  passing  or  failing  of  a  course. 
If  this  is  the  case  in  a  required 
course,  the  outcome  of  a  final  can 
even  mean  as  much  as  another 
semester  or  two  in  school. 

Considering  the  importance 
that  most  faculty  members 
confer  on  finals,  we  believe  that  it 
is  only  fair  that  the  student  be 
given  *’-e  best  possible  op- 
port,  o  do  well.  Doing  well 
on  an  .  -  requires  a  rested, 

clear  mind  ly  the  end  of  exam 


week,  this  kind  of  mind  is  hard  to 
come  by.  This  is  especially  true 
when  major  exams  are  taken 
during  the  previous  week. 

This  is  the  situation  we  find 
ourselves  in  this  year.  A  few  of  us 
have  four'  final  exams,  all  of 
which  can  make  or  break  our 
grades.  One  of  us  has  an  im¬ 
portant  exam  on  January  14  and 
another  on  January  15.  After  two 
weeks  of  long  and  intensive 
study,  he  will  not  be  in  any  shape 
to  take  a  final  on  January  22. 

Why  is  it  that  teachers  still 
insist  on  scheduling  exams  the 
week  before  finals  when  they 
have  been  repeatedly  advised 
that  doing  so  is  an  undue  hard¬ 
ship  to  the  student.  Can  it  still  be 
a  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  hard-

Class  Is  What  You  Make  It 


The  students  of  Purdue 
Calumet  Campus  are  finally 
speaking  up.  They  have  kept 
pretty  quiet  while  being  over¬ 
charged  for  text  books,  having  an 
inadequate  library  and  parking 
spaces.  But  try  to  free  their 
minds  with  a  liberal  general 
studies  course  and  they  scream 
bloody  murder.  General  studies 
is  a  free-form  course  whose  only 
boundaries  are  the  imaginations 
students  of  the  involved.  Lectures 
are  presented  on  Monday,  leaving 
Wednesday  and  Friday  for  class 
discussion.  The  students  are  very 
polite  and  keep  quiet  on  Wed¬ 
nesdays  and  Fridays,  but  they 
sure  do  bitch  out  of  class.  The 
common  complaint  is  “I’m  not 
learning  anything.”  I  believe 
they  aren’t  learning  anything, 
but  I  have  different  ideas  about 
what  learning  can  be  in  this 
course.  General  studies  has  the 
possibility  of  being  the  most 
rewarding  classroom  experience 
in  the  students’  life. 

Many  consider  general  studies 
a  waste  of  time  and  money.  They 
find  the  lectures  boring  and  not 
informing.  The  classroom 
discussions  never  really  get  off 
the  ground.  General  studies  to 
them  is  just  an  experimental 
class  where  effort  is  not  required, 
and,  therefore,  not  given. 

I  agree  the  general  studies 
program  is  boring,  as  are  the 
students.  It  once  was  a  common 
dream  to  have  a  class  where  no 
text,  homework,  or  attendance  is 
required.. The  dream  has  come 
true  and  most  students  are 
sleeping  through  it.  Classroom 
discussions  rarely  have  reached 
a  level  of  true  communication.  I 
think  the  reason  for  this  is  that 
half  of  the  enrolled  students 
attend  both  the  lecture  and  class, 
and  those  who  do  attend  do  so 
because  they  are  conditioned  that 
way.  It  so  follows  that  they  are 
too  timid  to  talk  in  class,  and  too 
afraid  not  to  show  and  sit  there 
stupidly.  The  students  find  it 
embarrassing  to  be  asked  about 
their  emotions  and  ideas,  instead 
of  facts  from  the  text.  We 
recently  had  ~a  black  minister 
lecture  on  the  black’s  problems  in 
this  area.  He  was  criticized  for 
blaming  white  people  for  the 
black’s  troubles.  I  thought  that  he 
was  being  very  subtle.  As  a  black 
liberal  minister  he  has  had  tot 
fight  through  all  this  white 
ignorance  and  bullshit,  and  after 
an  hour  of  a  fantastic  insight  to 
the  black  man’s  world,  he  asked 
if  there  were  any  questions.  It 
really  hurt  to  see  the  expression 
on  his  face  as  he  searched  the 
blank  white  faces  for  a  raised 
hand.

having  a  reoccurring  nightmare. 
Then  Wednesday,  the  kids  come 
to  class  whimpering  about  how 
the  speaker  picked  on  them;  it 
wasn’t  their  fault  that  blacks  are 
second  citizens. 

Before  general  studies 
becomes  the  experience  I  said  it 
could,  the  students  must  open 
their  minds.  They  read  Wood- 
stock  Nation  and  see  “Z”,  but 
their  minds  are-as  closed  as  they 
think  they  are  open. 

The  general  studies  program  is 
new  at  the  Calumet  Campus.  It  is 
not  new  at  I.  U.  Bloomington, 
where  this  program  has  been 
^  developed  to  the  extent  of  general 
biology,  math,  and  chemistry. 
This  is  ideal  for  the  English 
major  or  any  person  where  an 
indepth  knowledge  is  not  needed 
for  his  work. 

I  am  sad  to  see  the  general 
studies  program  not  receiving 
the  backing  of  the  students  for  it 
could  develop  and  branch  into 
other  courses  here,  also.  Next 
time  you  hear  someone  bgd- 
mouthing  the  program,  help 
them  understand  the  freedom 
that  can  occur  from,  general 
studies. 

An  Open-minded  Freshman 
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ship?  I  doubt  it.  I  see  it  more  as  a 
matter  of  inconvenience  for  the 
instructors.

Hair  Closes 
with  a  Bang

On  December  16.  1970.  about  98' 
PUCC  students  boarded  two 
Shore  Line  buses  to  the 
Blackstone  Theatre  in  Chicago  to 
see  the  American  Tribal-Love 
Rock  Musical,  “Hair.” 

“Hair  ”  was  a  must  to  see.  I  say 
“was ”  because  on  December  31. 
the  last  Chicago  performance 
was  held.  Tickets  to  the  last  week 
of  performances  were  sold  out 
three  weeks  in  advance. 

Not  all  performances  were 
alike.  Each  performance  was 
updated  due  to  the  changes  in 
social,  economic  and  political 
situations.  For  example,  in  the 
past,  there  were  no  references  to 
people  in  the  marijuana  skit. 
Now.  one  of  the  female  members 
of  the  tribe  says.  “What’s  good 
enough  for  the  Kennedy's.  ”  In  the 
past,  jokes  about  LBJ  were 
common.  Now.  Tricky  Dicky  and 
Spiro  T.  are  their  targets. 

Many  people  condemn  “Hair” 
for  too  much  profanity  and 
nudity.  Yet.  most  of  this  “so 
called”  profanity  and  nudity  was 
not  meant  to  be  considered  dirt 
but  truth,  beauty  and  freedom. 
The  famous  nude  scene,  at  the 
end  of  the  first  act.  was  an  ex¬ 
pression  of  freedom  and  beauty  - 
it  cound  not  be  considered  a  stag 
show  as  many  people  have 
thought.  Now  I  said  “most’’  of 
this  profanity  was  not  actually 
filth.  Yet.  some  of  the  skits  could 
and  should  be  replaced,  that  is  in 
performances  elsewhere.
